That was when the poll began—a wholly uninvited poll, 
pouring into newspaper and broadcasting offices, from fans 


who demanded that politics be tuned out and the fight tuned 
in. The fight enthusiasts lost the appeal; but their major 
arguments should be recorded for use by historians of Amer- 
ican civilization at its current stage. They declared that 
the Demoeratic platform, like all party platforms, sounded 
dull, dreary, straddling, ambiguous, timid, empty, leaky, 
stupid, impossible, unconvincing and hollow. They declared 
that party platforms have little significance at best, since 
no President ever takes a serious back glance at the plat- 
form once he’s safely in the White House, anyhow. They 
declared that the fight they were missing was genuine and 
on the level—while all party platforms are compendiums of 
poft soap and philosophical bilge stirred together for the: 
gole purpose of soothing party quarrels and snaring votes. 

Out of the mouths of babes and irate fight fans evometh 
forth some truth, it must be admitted. It would be difficult 
to prove entirely wrong the California lady who shouted 
sizzlingly into one political editor’s ear: 

‘Party platforms are spinach’’ 


The Census Figure Must Be Correct 





More than community pride is involved in the status of 


Upland’s census figure. 


Actual dollars and cents are in- 


volved in the question as to how many people reside in Up- 


land. For at least 10 years the 1940 census figure will be 
used in many ways. The figure must be correct. 

Take the gasoline tax, for example. The state collects 
the tax and then returns a portion of it to the cities and to 
the counties on the basis of the last census figure. 

For some unexplained reason, Upland’s population figure 
was suddenly reduced by 355 last week. This reduction 
means in dollars and cents a difference of approximately 
$900 annually to the city treasury. Upland civic leaders 
are, therefore, well justified in their effort to find out how 
the population totals are computed and to determine if the 
355 decrease is correct. ; 

Of course, our pride also was hurt. Generally speaking, 
people here were satisfied with the report from Census Sup- 
ervisor Lon V. Sieglar that the city’s 1940 population was 
6,572. This figure indicated a 39 per cent population in- 
erease since 1930. And that is something! Even if the more 

“yecent figure—6,217—is correct, the percentage of growth 
i nt.

Library Offers Book Telling of 
English Family Life as 
War Rages

“A Woman Faces. the 
(Ruth Drummond). 

Hand-in-hand with government 
news dispatches disclosing the 
trend of the war in England, 
comes a volume of letters from 
an English wife and mother. Her 
disclosures show that this war is 
no respecter of persons. It has 
been called “a war of nerves” and 
how true this statement is, is 
born out in the daily lives of those 
living under its blight. 

But it is the stout-hearted at- 
titude of the mother of small 
children, the oldest of whom is 
ten, which shows the ability of 
the human race to keep on living 
a normal life in spite of a virtual 
reign of terror. 

Ruth Drummond, who lives in 
Bedford, England, was born in 
South China. She was married at 
nineteen, and continued to live in 
China during the Kuomintang 
revolution of 1924-1928. In 1929, 
the Drummonds moved to Eng- 
land, where they hoped to bring 
up their children in peace and 1 se- 
curity. 

The letters, which she sent to 
the Ladies Home Journal, began 
on September 3, 1939, just a few 
days before the actual declara- 
tion of war. In ‘each are given 
the intimate details of daily Iv- 
ing; marketing with rations book; 
driving after blackout; teaching 
her very young children what to 
do, and still trying to avoid panic 
and fright for what could not be 
escaped. Humor and pathos are 
both very near the surface as she 
recounts the passing hours. 

The children, however, take it 
all in their stride, for Anne knit 
a doll’s sweater during her first 
air raid; Elizabeth declared, dur- 
ing an early morning alarm, that 
she wouldn’t like to have unmade
